Controlling Johnson Grass is a 
long hard fight. There are a num­ 
ber of ways to combat Johnson 
grass, and you likely will use a 
combination of several different 
attacks to finally win your battle. 
Fall plowing is one of the cheap­ 
est weapons to use in this fight, 
because it will usually fit in with 
the way you normally might hand­ 
le your cropland. 
Fall plowing to expose 
t h e 
roots and rhinzomes to the cold of 
winter is one good way to weaken 
stands. Where stands have already 
been weakened by pasturing, mow­ 
ing or chemical treatment, fall 
plowing frequently results in prac­ 
tical control. 
The land should be plowed as 
late as possible but ahead of se­ 
vere cold weather 
You will want to plow as shallow 
as possible and still turn up the 
roots and rhizomes. If a spring 
tooth harrow is available, it will 
help to use it after plowing to pull 
the roots and rhizomes up on top 
of the ground. When exposed in 
this way, most of the plants will 
usually be killed. The final success 
of this method depends upon how 
severe the 
winter is, and the 
strength and vigor of the roots. If 
the roots have been weakened by 
some earlier treatment you can ex­ 
pect highly satisfactory kills in a 
severe winter. 
The followup next spring and 
summer will depend upon how good 
a kill you get, and the use you 
put the land to in 1963. If the kill 
is good and the land is to be used 
as diverted acreage, then clean 
fallowing during the spring and 
early summer should kill the re­ 
maining plants and destroy most 
seedlings in time for a fall seeded 
crop. Where the land goes to cot­ 
ton, corn or soybeans in 1963, cul­ 
tural practices to control seedlings 
and spot spraying to control sur­ 
viving plants should prove practi­ 
cal. 
If we have a mild winter and re­ 
sults aren’t too good, little will 
have been lost because the land 
can still be planted as usual, with 
but little if any extra expense hav­ 
ing been incurred.

AREA SOIL LAB 
MOVES TO PORTAGEVILLE 


The Area Soil Laboratory, which 
has been located in Bloomfield 
since its formation early last year, 
has been moved to the University 
of Missouri Delta Research Center 
at Portageville. Tom Brown, Coun­ 
ty Extension Director and Agricul­ 
tural Agent announced recently. 
This move is part of an effort to 
locate all Extension Agents who 
serve the entire Delta area of the 
state including the Soils, Live­ 
stock, Horticulture, and Entomol­ 
ogy agents at the Reserach Cen­ 
ter. This is being done so that 
these agents will be in closer con­ 
tact with research workers and ex­ 
perimental projects which it is be­ 
lieved will facilitate the spread of 
research information to farmers 
throughout the area. The Live­ 
stock, Entomology, and Horticul­ 
ture Agents are scheduled to moye 
to the Research Center about Jan­ 
uary 1. This plan for the transfer 
of these agents to the Research 
Center was approved by the Area 
Extension Advisory Committee at 
a meeting of this group held in 
Poplar Bluff last 
month. 
This 
committee is composed of two rep­ 
resentatives from the County Ex­ 
tension Council in each of tile sev­ 
en counties involved and has the 
responsibility of assisting the Ex­ 
tension Service 5n planning and co­ 
ordinating the Area Extension Pro­ 
gram being conducted in the Delta 
Area. 
“Stoddard County Fanners will 
continue to bring their soil samp­ 
les to the University Extension 
Center in Bloomfield just as they 
have in the past”, Brown said. The 
samples will then be mailed to the 
soil laboratory for testing. After the 
samples have been tested, fertilizer 


and lime recommendations will be 
mailed directly from the labora­ 
tory to the farmer, and a copy will 
also be mailed to the County ASC 
Office 
if 
ACP practices are in­ 
volved which would require a copy 
of the recommendations. No samp­ 
les from Stoddard County will be 
accepted at the laboratory except 
these sent by the University Ex­ 
tension Center. 
The Area Soil Laboratory tests 
soil for farmrs in the seven Delta 
Counties including Stoddard, But­ 
ler, Scott, Mississippi New Mad­ 
rid, Pemiscot, and Dunklin Coun­ 
ties.

FAST INCREASE IN 
FARM LAN0 PRICES 


Sikeston, Mo. — A fast increase 
in farm land prices was one of toe 
main points brought out in a farm 
tour here last week by farm man­ 
agers with the Doane Agricultural 
Service. 
One a guided tour through parts 
of Missouri, Tennessee and Ken­ 
tucky, managers noted that land 
prices were changing faster in this 
area than in any other area vis­ 
ited. At present, there is little ev­ 
idence to show any slow-down in 
this trend, according to Glen Grif 
fin, local Doane manager. When 
farms are listed for sale, they seem 
to be picked up quickly and at 
prices well above what has ever 
been received before. 
Managers noted 
several other 
changing trends in local farm piac- 
tices, both on Doane managed prop­ 
erties, and other farms visited. 
For crops, soybeans have shown 
up better than ever this year, and 
have replaced com in many plac­ 
es. As a rule of thumb, 1 bushel of 
beans will grow where you could 
expect 2.5 bushels of com. When 
all costs are figures in, beans show 
up favorably, say the farm man­ 
agers — especially on small acre­ 
ages where investment in com 
handling equipment would be high. 
Some pre-emergencc chemicals 
were used on beans this season and 
really paid off on Delta soil where 


adequate moisture was available. 
More use of chemicals will be 
one of the fastest growing prac­ 
tices, according to J. N. Moffett 
Regional Manager from the Mem­ 
phis office. A lot more chemicals 
are expected to be used on beans 
next season. 
Livestock production continues a 
slow growth. In fact, the increase 
in livestock has been slower here 
than in any other areas the mana­ 
gers toured. With crop allotments, 
a good crop rotation, and to take 
advantage of grazing and forage 
production, a livestock enterprise 
will often increase total farm in­ 
come. However, Griffin pointed 
out that cash crops are the real 
money makers, and most livestock 
operations are limited to toe ex­ 
tent that they will not interfere 
with a sound cash crop program.

IT S TIME TO JOIN A 4-H CLUB 


We have two kinds of leaders in 
the 4-H Club Program in Missouri. 
They are called the club leader 
and the project leader. The club 
leader is more or less an adminis­ 
trative leader who acts as liaison 
between the University Extension 
Center and other leaders and 4-H 
members. The project leader is 
primarily a teacher of new sub­ 
ject matter, new skills and new in­ 
formation. Let me illustrate this. 
Some of the very popular projects 
for girls are clothing and foods. 
A 4-H girl may take six years of 
project work in clothing construc­ 
tion under the guidance of a pro­ 
ject leader. The same girl could 
also begin working on the eight 
years of food projects that are 
available. Each one of these proj­ 
ects that is offered in a 4-H club 
has a project leader who helps the 
young people learn new informa­ 
tion. 
One of the common statements 
that we hear from 4-H leaders is 
that working with young people 
helps them stay young. Other lead­ 
ers say they like to learn new 
methods of doing things and there­ 
fore appreciate the training they 
receive from staff members of the 
University Extension Center. 
The 4-H club movement permits 
boys and girls who are 10 to 21 
years of age to be a member. 
However, boys and girls who join 
while they are between 10 and 13 
years usually get the most out of 
this program. 
The University of Missouri spon­ 
sors 4-H Club work through the Un­ 
iversity Extension Center located 
in each county in Missouri. TTie 
University furnishes prepared lit­ 
erature for each boy and girl en­ 
rolled and for those leaders who 
are assisting the boys and girls. 
It is not required that a man or 
woman who becomes a 4-H lead­ 
er actually have children enrolled 
in the 4-H Club. 
If you are interested in becom­ 
ing a 4-Hclub leader, or if you 
would like to see a 4-H club es­ 
tablished for the boys and girls 
near your home, you should call 
your University Extension Center.

Controlling Johnson Grass is a 
long hard fight. There are a num­ 
ber of ways to conjbat Johnson 
grass, and you likely will use a 
combination of several different 
attacks to finally win your battle. 
Fall plowing is one of the cheap­ 
est weapons to use in this fight, 
because it will usually fit in with 
the way you normally might hand­ 
le your cropland. 
Fall plowing to expose 
t h e 
roots and rhinzomes to the cold of 
winter is one good way to weaken 
stands. Where stands have already 
been weakened by pasturing, mow­ 
ing or chemical treatment, fall 
plowing frequently results in prac­ 
tical control. 
The land should be plowed as 
late as possible but ahead of se­ 
vere cold weather 
You will want to plow as shallow 
as possible and still turn up the 
roots and rhizomes. If a spring 
tooth harrow is available, it will 
help to use it after plowing to pull 
the roots and rhizomes up on top 
of the ground. When exposed in 
this way, most of the plants will 
usually be killed. The final success 
of this method depends upon how 
severe 
the 
winter is, and the 
strength and vigor of the roots. If 
the roots have been weakened by 
some earlier treatment you can ex­ 
pect highly satisfactory kills in a 
severe winter. 
The followup next 
spring and 
summer will depend upon how good 
a kill you get, and the use you 
put the land to in 1963. If the kill 
is good and the land is to be used 
as diverted acreage, then clean 
fallowing during the spring and 
early summer should kill the re­ 
maining plants and destroy most 
seedlings in time for a fall seeded 
crop. Where the land goes to cot­ 
ton, corn or soybeans in 1963. cul­ 
tural practices to control seedlings 
and spot spraying to control sur­ 
viving plants should prove practi­ 
cal. 
If we have a mild winter and re­ 
sults aren’t too good, little will 
have been lost because the land 
can still be planted as usual, with 
but little if any extra expense hav­ 
ing been incurred 
So fall plowing is a cheap and 
often effective weapon is this fight. 
But you likely will need some oth­ 
er weapons, too. A large number of 
other ways that Johnson grass may 
be attacked are covered in Bulle­ 
tin 829. “You Can Control Johnson- 
grass”. Some of these methods will 
probably fit your particular situa­ 
tion better than others. You can 
get a copy of this bulletin at your 
County University Extension Cen­ 
ter. 


CONTROLLING WINTER 
PARASITES Oi: CATTLE” 


November is the time to treat 
for lice. If cable type back rub­ 
bers have been used during the 
summer, keep them charged dur­ 
ing the winter and re-locate them 
where cattle normally loaf during 
the winter. 
If the animals are to be sprayed, 
use a 0.5 percent toxaphene spray 
made by mixing 3 quarts of 60- 
65 percent livestock Toxaphene 
emulsifiable concentrate in 100 gal­ 
lons of water or 2 tablespoons per 
gallon. 
Apply the first spray around the 
1st of November and the second ap­ 
plication 15 to 18 days later. 
Be sure and make the second ap­ 
plication before 18 days as It is this 
second application which kills the 
lice that were in the nit stage 
when the first 3pray was applied.

AREA SOIL LAB

FAST INCREASE IN

At present, there is little ev­ 
idence to show any slow-down in 
this trend, according to Glen Grif 
fin, local Doane manager. When 
farms are listed for sale, they seem 
to be picked up quickly and at 
prices well above what has ever 
been received before. 
Managers noted 
several other 
changing trends in local farm prac­ 
tices, both on Doane managed prop­ 
erties, and other farms visited. 
For crops, soybeans have shown 
up better than ever this year, and 
have replaced corn in many plac­ 
es. As a rule of thumb, 1 bushel of 
beans will grow where you could 
expect 2.5 bushels of corn. When 
all costs are figures in. beans show 
up favorably, say the farm man­ 
agers — especially on small acre­ 
ages where investment in com 
handling equipment would be high. 
Some pre-emergence chemicals 
were used on beans this season and 
really paid off on Delta soil where 


adequate moisture was available. 
More use of chemicals will be 
one of the fastest growing prac­ 
tices, according to J. N. Moffett 
Regional Manager from the Mem­ 
phis office. A lot more chemicals 
are expected to be used on beans 
next season. 
Livestock production continues a 
slow growth. In fact, the increase 
in livestock has been slower here 
than in any other areas the mana­ 
gers toured. With crop allotments, 
a good crop rotation and to take 
advantage of grazing and forage 
production, a livestock enterprise 
will often increase total farm in­ 
come. However, Griffin pointed 
out that cash crops are the real 
money makers, and most livestock 
operations are limited to the ex­ 
tent that they will not interfere 
with a sound cash crop program.

Music Theory 
Class Studies 
Fundamentals 


Thirteen students in the music 
theory class that is instructed by 
Gordon Beaver are learning the ba­ 
sic fundamentals about the realm 
of music. 
A requirement of the class is that 
a student must be able to play at 
least one other wind or string in­ 
strument. It is offered only every 
other year, but it is a maximum 
class that gives a full credit in 
the field of fine arts. 
Elaine Alsup. a member of the 
class says, “Goals are set high, 
and the work is demanding, but 
the knowledge gamed is reward­ 
ing.” 
Main aims of the class are to 
prepare essential music majors for 
the rigorous role of music theory 
in college, and to make every stu­ 
dent proficient in the fields of mu­ 
sic. 
To be covered in class are sight 
reading, harmonic dictation, key­ 
board harmony, melodic dictation, 
theory 
reasoning, 
ind 
orderly 
thinking. Because most music is 
based on 17th and 18th century 
contrapuntal and homophonic mu­ 
sic, the theory and reasoning will 
stem from a study of the compos­ 
ers of that era. 
“After studying keyboard har­ 
mony, every student should be able 
to play in any given key on any 
given chord,” says Mr. Beaver. 
Many may think that orderly 
thinking has nothing to do with 
music, but students have found that 
the music system is actually a 
series of mathematical problems; 
therefore, a pattern 
of 
orderly 
thinking is essential. 
Up to the present, the students 
have studied all major and minor 
intervals and scales, and they can 
transpose any given melody into all 
the major and minor keys. They 
have learned the basic chord pro­ 
gressions, and they are now ready 
to go into their textbooks for a 
more detailed study of chords. 
Mr. Beaver plans to devote the 
remainder of the year to studies 
of melodic dictation, analyzation, 
i psychology of music, forms, ac- 
; coustics, and harmony. Project for 
the last quarter wil be to write a 
I chorale in the styic of the 17th and 
18th century composers.
